SENATE.

The amendment of the House of Delegates to

the Senate's resolution of inquiry in regard to

certain railroads, 4c., was agreed to.
The Speaker laid before the Senate a commu¬

nication from the Governor in regard to certain
provisions to be made lor the regiment of Vir¬
ginia volunteers, accompanied by a statement
made by the field officers of said regiment, which
was read and referred to the Committee on the
Militia, on motion of Mr. WALLACE.
On motion of Mr. WALLACE, the bill con¬

cerning emancipated slaves, was re-cominitied
lo the Committee on General Laws, after some

conversation among Messrs. WALLACE, BAP¬
TIST, BONDURANT, STRINGER, GAR¬
RET, GALLAHER and WOOLFOLK.
On motion ol Mr. McCAULEY, the bill ma¬

king an appropriation to the Southwestern Road,
was taken up and passed.
Mr. McMULLEN was sent to communicate

its passage to the House of Delegates. The
Speaker laid before the Senate a communication
from Robert G Scott, Esq., concerning the revi¬
sion of the Criminal Laws of the Common¬
wealth. Laid on the table.
On motion of Mr. McCAULEY,
The Senate adjourned.

HOUSE OF DELEGATES.
A message was received from the Senate that

they have passed the following acts.
' An act changing the place ol holding a sepa-

rateeleciion in each ol the counties of Botetourt
and Southampton;" "An act authorizing a sepa¬
rate election at KnoUsville, in the county of Tay¬
lor;" "An act changing the company of Rifle
Gieys, in the county ol King William, lo a com¬

pany of light infantry, and authorizing an ex¬

change of arms;" "An actio change the place of
holding a separate election in the county ofNew
Kent;" "An act releasing to Elizabeth Ericson
the Commonwealth's right to a tract o( land for¬
merly owned by Mathew Eiicson, of the county
ol Mercer;" and "An act concerning Daniel G.
Henkle, deputy lur David Suively, sheriff of Jef¬
ferson county."
Tbey have also passed the bills entitled "An

act to incorporate the Manakia Iron Manufactu¬
ring Company, in the county ol Goochland;"
"An act to incorporate the Big Spring Manufac¬
turing Company, in the county of Botetourt;"
and "An act concerning Robert Lucas, deputy of
David Snively, sheriff of Jefferson county," with
amendments, in which they request the concur-

¦ence of the House. And thai they have reject¬
ed the bill entitled "An act allowing compensa-
,ion to poll-keepers." The amendments ol the
Senate to the said before mentioned bills were all
incurred in by the House.
On motion ol Mr. HAT MOND. Resolved,

That fhe Committee for Courts of Justice en¬

quire into (he propriety of extending the pro.
visions of the seventeenth section of the act crvn-

cerning lands returned delinquent for non-pay¬
ment of taxes,aud making disposition of certain
lands so delinquent, and of cettain escheated
lands for the benefit of actual and bona Jidc hold¬
ers thereof, under grants from the Common¬
wealth, parsed in 1831.
Mr. BOCOCK, from the Committee for

Courts of Justice, presented ihc following bill* :

"A bill changing the time of holding the Cir¬
cuit Superior Courts ol the counties of Ran¬
dolph, Barbour, Taylor and Harrison; and a bill
divorcing Stephen Odell from his wile Eleanor.
Mr. BOCOCK, from the same committee, re¬

ported the following bills as a pan of the crimi¬
nal code :

"A bill concerning offences against public
justice-," and

.'A bill concerning lorgery;" which, on his mo¬

tion, were ordered to be prioted.
Mr. BURWELL, from the Committee on

Schools and Colleges, presented the following
bill:
"A bill to incorporate the Richmond Male

Orphan Society."
Mr. HARV1E, from the Committee on Fi¬

nance, presented reports upon resolutions author¬
izing clock-pedlars and others to transfer their
licenses; for authorizing sheriffs to retain in
iheirhandc claims against the Commonwealth
till the taxes are paid; and lor directing the she¬
riffs to specify each subject of taxation in their
tax bills.
Mr. DAVIS, Irora the Committee on Agri¬

culture and Manulactures, presented the follow¬
ing bill :
"A bill to amend an act entitled, An act to re¬

duce into one the several acts now in force, con¬

cerning the inspection ol tobicco, passed March
6;h, 1819."

Petitions were presented and referred to appro-

priate committees:

modifications may be made in tolls receivable at
the gate and bridge in said county on the North¬
western Koad; also, a memorial of citizens ol the

county of Taylor, remonstrating against chang¬
ing the terminus ol the Baltimore and Ohio Rail¬
road, Ac. By Mr. DUNCAN: Ol citizens of
Harrison, for the incorporation of a company to

construct a railroad from the Potomac to the
Ohio, not South of the Little Kanawha River..
By Mr. LOVE: Of citizens of the town and
county of Alexandria, for a subscription bv the
State to a part of the capital stock of fhe Alex¬
andria Canal.(Ordered to be printed.) By Mr.
WAGGONER: Of citizens ol Mason, remon¬

strating against the formation ol a new county ol

parts of Mason, Cabell and Kanawha.
On motion of Mr. STEPHENSON, the order

of the day, on the bill to incorporate the Potomac
and Ohio Railroad company, was pos'poned until
to-morrow.the James River bill being undisposed
ol.

J\ME9 RIVER ASI) KANAWHA CANAL.
The House resumed the consideration of the

bill providing lor the completion of theJamesRi-
ver and Kanawha Canal from tide-water at Rich¬
mond lo the town of Buchanan, and lor other pur-
poses; the question pending being on the amend¬
ment of Mr. Patrick, submitted jusi before the ad¬
journment yesterday, and printed in the proceed¬
ings of that day.

Mr. PATRICK, with the leave of the House,
withdrew his amendment, and in lieu of it offer¬
ed lo fill tbe blank in the substitute relative to the
construction of a lock and dam across Tyler's
Shoals in the Kanawha river with the sum of
00.000 dollars.
Mr. PATRICK thought this improvement

would dam lour shoals, including Tyler's, and do
away with the necessity of any other improve¬
ment. It would make tbe navigation sale, and be
ol great benefit to the people interested in the
commerce on the Kanawha river.
Mr. DORMAN sustained the amendment..

This lock and dam were a part ol the general
works of tbe Kanawha improvement. They
were recommended by the President of the James
River and Kanawha company. It would give
steam boat navigation to the rich salt works on

that river. Tbe President had recommended the
improvement because it would save86000 per an¬
num, and thus pay the interest on the amount ap¬
propriated and leave a sinking lund which would
ultimately pay back to the State the whole
amount.
Mr. YERBY said, if he understood ihc amend¬

ment, it proposed an additional appropriation lo
the amount voted yesterday for the comiuualion
ot the canal. He hoped the House would con¬
fine it*elf to that appropriation, with the view of
re-constructing the works destroyed and finishing
those be^un beyond Lynchburg. He uuderetood
tnat to» oc the intention vpsterday, and be hoped
it would not dow be departed from. This inten-
non he understood to be indicated by the refusal
to vote the 1,300,000 dollars. If this proposition
to improve the Kanawha should succeed, he con¬
tended that the applications to construct the vari-
oos connections, the dock, &c., could not be with
a good grace refused.
Mr. STROTHER thought there was one rea¬

son in favor of this amendment, which had a
strong influence with him, and he thought ought
t" be respectfully regarded by Mr. YERBY viz:
'.hat it would inciease the volume of what'gees
into the Treasury. The improvement now was
a mere sluice navigation and there was no mode
ol ascertaining tbe tonnage; much passed with¬
out pay. It was necessary ihat there should be
a dam aud lock in which ihe trade could be de¬
fined long enough £o ascertain the trne amount
if tonnage and collect the tolls. This would
*ave to ihe company a suns which would pay
«he interesi on the Sti0,000 and leave a surplus of
#2,400.
Mr. YERBY would not dispute tbe estimates

°I the President.ihey might be correct; but he
.pprehended the same appeal in a financial re-
*i*ct could be made by the advocate* of all the
connections; they would all increase ihe tolls
and impart great benefit, according to tbe repre-
wntations of ihe friends o leacb. He repealed his
view* with regard to the intentions of the House
in voting 642,000 dollar* to construct the canal to

i°r'h river; ihe rejection ol the larger sum mov-
w, indicated, in his view of it, an indisposition to

make the connections and other improvements
asked tor.

Mr. STROTHER replied that the estimates
on which the argument in favor of this improve¬
ment were based, were not speculative, but mat¬
ter ol fact, and the conclusion was correct, th^t
the revenue which would accrue would conside¬
rably exceed the iotertst on the expenditure. He
quoted the President's report to sustain his vote.

Messrs. PATRICK andDORMAN further
¦UBtaiDed the a ruendrnent. Mr. D. contended that
the people of Kanawha were compelled to pay
tribute to the State lor a miserable sluice naviga¬
tion.that they had contributed about $70,000
to the James River and Kanawha Company.
and were paying annually into the Treasury for
their misctable navigation from $$,000 u>$10,000.
Were they always to be kept tributaries and never
to have any thing in return! Give them the im¬
provement.and they would have a place to de¬
tain boats and collect tolls. The revenue lrom
the woika would reach $'5,000 per annum. As
an evidence of ihe loss from the want of this im¬
provement, Mr. D. stated that the uncollected
tolls amountrd to 819,000.
The question on the amendment was put and

carried wiihout a division.
Mr. NEWTON next proposed to amend the

bill, by inserting an appropriation of350,000 dol¬
lars, to complete ihe connection between the basis
at Richmond and tide-water. Mr. N. sustained
this motion briefly, representing the tide-wates
region as utterly deprived of all benefits from th«
canal; and that one ot the earliest promises of
ihecompany was, that there should be a connec-
lion between the upper and lower James river.
Indeed, the tide-water people were not as we I ofl
as before this company commenced its improve¬
ment; for they ihen had a connection between
tide-water and the dock, which they were free to
use. That had been destroyed, and they had
nothing in place of it. He had the authoiity of
the President for saying that the revenue to he
derived from this connection, would be more than
sufficient to raise twice the amount ofthe capital
required to complete it.
Mr. WATTS sustained the amendment, and

read from the report of the President of the
James River and Kanawha Company, to show
the advantages to trade and to the company in a

pecuniary point of view, from the connection.
Mr. LANCASTER followed in a speech in

which he gave Ihe history of the Richmond Dock,
from its incorporation through thebriel period lor
which it was used; the manner in which it was
made useless by the deposites of Shockoe Creek;
its almost entire abandonment, and its ultimate
purchase and re-construction by the James River
Company. The income ol the Dock for the last
two years has been 11,000 dollars per annum,
and it has only about one-third ol the trade, owing
to the narrowness of the Dock gate, which will
not admit many ot the vessels ihat come to ihis

Eort. Were it widened ihe revenue from the
>ock would be, Mr. L. thought, 33,000 dollars,
and if the connection with the basin were eflecieil
he supposed the income would be between 40
und 50(0Q0 dollars. Mr. L. entered into an in¬
quiry inio the advantages to the trade from the
connection. He asserted that the drayage in this
city amounted, together with leakage and dam-
age from being hauled through the streets, with
some other charges, to the sum of 100,000 dollars;

I a tax on (he trade by the canal. He declared the
opinion, that there was no place on the habitab'e
globe where by the expenditure of 350,000 dollars
sogre.it a saving ol money and so great a public
accommodation could be effected as by connect¬

ing the Dock and the Basin.
Mr. MAYO spoke briefly relative to the infer¬

ence of Mr. Yerby, that the House haddeierinin-
ed not to make these connections, and confine its
appropriations to the canal above Lynchburg..
He deprccaied any such determination. He
trusted that these connections were all to be made;
and though some of his constituents might be in-
jured by the Dock connection, the city of Rich¬
mond would not be so selfish as to stand in the
way of the free circulation of commerce. He
wished that all the connections could be embraced
in one appropriation.
Mr. HARvIE addressed the House for some

I time in earnest opposition to the addition to the
bill of appropriations for ihe connections. He was
anxious to vote for the bill; but these, i) added,
woulddrive him from it. He Vanted to seethe
canal carried into the valley, and would willingly
vote a million of dollars, if necessary, to accom¬

plish that object. He was for giving every part
ol the State such facilities as their condition de¬
manded, when it could be done without imposing
on the people great and grievous burthens; but he
saw no great suffering in conseqnence ol the
want of these connecnons. Had there been no

stronger claim for the ccnstruction of the canal
in the mountain gorge than for this dock con¬

nection, he would never have been willing to vote
a cent to it. Alludirg to the estimates of Mr.
Lancaster, he warned the House.while he en¬

tertained ihe highest respect for that gentleman.
to be not too ready to regard them correct. He
intimated that partly from the same sourcc from
which ihese came, emanated the brilliant calcu¬
lations of the administration of the James River
and Kanawha Company, so many of which had
utterly tailed of tulfiliiient, and were the mere
delusions of an excitcd imagination. With re¬

gard to the Jaines River and Kanawha improve¬
ment, he said he r.ever dreamed.it never cross¬
ed his mind.that it was to go to the Ohio Kiver.
It it ever did get there.and a lien on all the pro¬
perty of Virginia would not take it there.it would
utterly tail of the anticipations ot i s friends; in¬
stead of bringing produce lrom the great West¬
ern rivers, it would carry it from Virginia to
them. He continued wiib much animation his
views in ibis respec. [We have not room for a

more detailed account of the debate.]
Mr. TUNSTALL made a few remarks in re¬

ply, sustaining the views of Mr. Lancaster,
which Mr. T. regarded as showing in a most sa¬

tisfactory manner the utility of the Dock connec¬

tion.
Mr. LACY indicated his purpose to vote for

the James River bill for the first time in his life.
if it were not encumbered with thece Dock and
other connections.
The question on Mr. NEWTON'S motion

was put, ard decided in the negative.ayes 47,
noes 60.as follows.

Mr. COCKE here moved to 611 another blank

in the bill, to make the Sou h side and Rivanna
connections, with the sum of $170,000.
This motion was supported by Messrs.

COCKE, IRVING, LANCASTER and BO¬
COCK. They contended that the charter of the
company provided that the connections with the
South and Nonh side should be made.ibat the
Legislature released the company from the obli¬
gation, and was accessary to the repudiation of
iis promises.that ihe people of the South side
were cut off from the improvement for which
they had subscribed iheir money, upon the faith
ol these promised connection?; and, worse than
this, they wtre greaily injured, becausc the navi-
gaiion of the river had been disturbed, and they
had not the facilities they enjoyed before the ca¬

nal was made. It was also siated. that, by the
connection, depots would be formed for goods
and produce going and returning; and that,
thus, return cargoes would be given to the
br>ats which brought down produce, and the
owners would be saved from the double charges
which were made on freights, because there
were no return cargoes. It was further agreed,
that the tonnage and revenue of the canal
would be greatly increased. In answer to the
remark that the petitioners were near the market,
and ought not to complain, it was said that they
bought their lands or inherited them with these
advantages, and they were valued and paid lor in
consideration of them; that therefore it was a

great wrong as well as a violation of faith to de¬
prive thero of the facilities which belong to them.
These and other arguments were addressed to
the House, after which the vote was taken on th«
amendment, and it was rejected.ayes 38, noes
76.as follows:

property to trustees appointed by the Courts ol
other States.
This motion was sustained, and then, upon ine

further motion of Mr. GARRETT, the bill was
recommitted to the Committee on General Laws.
Mr. CRUMP offered a resolution, requesting

the House to return to the Senate the bill chang¬
ing the Rifle Greys of King William county to a

company of light inlantiy. Agreed to.
A communication was received lrom the

House embracing a series of resolutions in re¬

gard to the death of Isaac S. Pennybacker. Re¬
solutions agreed to.
Mr. DENEALE then rose and addressed tbe

Senate, as lollows:
...Mr. Speaker: In accordance with a long es

tablished custom in this House, and under a full
conviction ol my incompetency to the task, I
rise, not for the purpose of entering into a

lengthened eulogium on the character of the late
Isaac S. Pennybacker, whose death we are now
called on to lament.but with the intention of
making a lew remarks in regard to his exalted
worth and integrity. Comii g as he did trom my
Senatorial District, I should feel that I did in¬
justice to bis memory were I not to advert, how¬
ever briefly, to some of his numerous virtues
As a man, hi3 talents and integrity have always
secured him the rest ed of all who have been
honored with his acquaintance; as a father and
a busba'hd, he was mo<t kind and affectionate; as
a neighbor and a friend, his conduct was such as
to endear him to every one whose privilege it
was to reside In his section of the countv.
Not only have ourState and the familyand friends
of the deceased suffeted an irreparable loss, but
the U. S. Senate has lost thea«si:-tance and coun¬
sel of one of its most able and intelligent mem¬
bers.a loss which will be long and seriously
felt. Since it has pleased Almishty God, in his
wise providence, to remove lrom amongst
us our meritorious Iriend, let us endeavor to
emulate his virtues and cherish in our families
an undying respect for his memory. And when
we shall have been called lrom this world, may
we speDd with hiin a glorious immortality in
Heaven.

DEATH OP SENATOR PENNYBACKER.
The SPEAKER laid beiore ihe House a letter

from Mr. J. K. Martin, mail agent on the Poto¬
mac river, announcing the death ot the Hon.
Isaac S. Pennvbacker, a Senator of the U. States,
from the State of Virginia, ilis death took
place in the city of Washington on Tuesday
last. The communica'ion was laid on the table.
Mr. BARE theu offeted the following resolu¬

tions, which were unanimously adopted:
Rcst>lvc<l, unanimously, by the Gantral Assembly

of Virginia, That we "have heard with deep re¬
gret of the death of the Hon. Isaac S. Pfnnv-
backcr, one,of the Senators in Congress from the
Stale of Virginia.

Rtsnlved, That as a testimonial or respect for the
exalied character and personal worth of ihe said
haac S. Pennybackcr, members ol the Gene-
ral Assembly of Virginia will wear the usual
badge of mourning lor the space of thirty days.

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be
transmitted to the widow of the deceased, with
the expression of our deep sympathy for her loss.
Mr. DORMAN, as afuither mark of respect

for the memory of the distinguished Senator,
whose death all deplore, moved that the House
now adjourn; which moiion was agreed to, and
the House adjourned.
CLOTHING FOR THE VOLUNTEERS.
r-^The following communication from the

be paid lor by each man as tbe clothing is receiv¬

ed by him-for which purpose ii may be necessa¬
ry to appoint an agent on the part of the State,
unless the necessity theieof can be obviated
throogh the agency of some of the departments of
,h
The plan'herewith suggested for keeping onr

Regiment well sopplled.I deem important to the
health, comfort, and military appearance of the

CiTT or Richmond, 8ih Jan., 184*7.
Sir: The undersigned, the field officers ol the

1st Regiment ol Virginia Volunteers Infantry,
beg leave respectfully ton-present to your Excel¬
lency the propriety ol some adequate provision
lor supplying ihc non-commissioned officers and
privates of the Regiment with clothing, afier ihe
present supply shall be exhausted. It is unneces¬

sary for us 10 inform your Excellency of ihe great
suffering which the volunteers now serving in
Mexico have undergone, Idr want of proper cloth¬
ing. Their late shows us what must be thai of
the men composing the Virginia regiment, unless
steps are taken in lime lo avert the evils ihat at¬
tend service in a distant ami hostile country,
where supplies of clothing canr.ot be procured..
It is true that the United States Government ha*
made such provision as, under the circumstan¬
ces, it was practicable for it to make. It has al¬
lowed to the volunteers commutation lor the
clothing to which soldiers are entitled, the Volun¬
teers being required it> provide their own cloth¬
ing; but your Excellency will readily peiceive
(hat it will be impossible for them to supply them¬
selves, in a foreign and hostile cuooirj; although
ihey may receive pay enough lor that purpose, i!
ihe supplies were at hand, and could be procured
ai reasonable prices, a thing that is not the ca>e in
Mexico.
The volunteer* are dependent upon the sutler*

lor any article ol clothing they may need, and
|ri>m the information we have received, only the
most inferior articles arc lurnish?d by ihtm.and
those at ihe mo-t exhorbiiant prices; in (act,
some little experience on other occasions have
"iven im an opportunity of knowing the uuerim-
pof'oility ol a volunteer soldier's being able to

supply himself wiih anything like a sufficient
amount ol clothing, out ol the commutation paid
him, when he is leli lo the extortions ol lliose
who hover aiound a camp, lor the purpose of
pouncing npon the poor soldier's pittance ihe mo
ment he reeeives ii.
The Virginia Regiment has been supplied, or

will be supplied, belote its departure, wilh as

comfortable clothing lor six months as the cir¬
cumstances of the rase would permi'; but unless
the war is speedily closed, the men in a very lew
months will require summer clothing, which ihey
have not now; and theie are many casualties at¬

tending a campaign thai might deprive some of
ihe men ol ihe clothing with which ihey so pro¬
vided, and leave them in a stale of utter destitu¬
tion, ih;.t it woull be impossible 10 remedy .
With a lull knowledge of the difficulties and pri¬
vations ihat are before us, we cannot depart with¬
out doing all in our power to have such provi¬
sion made lor the men entrusted to our command,
as may be necessary lor iheircomlort and health,
so lar as these may be secured in a ramp.
We are aware ol your Excellency's earnest de¬

sire to srnd inio ihe lield a regiment thai shall be
creditable to Virginia, and we cordially acknow¬
ledge your zealous efforts to make it such. It is,
therefore, with pleasure that we appeal to you lo
call ihe attention of ihe Legislature lo ihis sub¬
ject, and ask that it take the matter in hand, and
adopt such measures as its wisdom may prompt.
We have made out an estimate of the clothing
which will be requited by ihe men during the
next Summer and Winter. From thai estimate
we have discarded everything intended for dis¬
play, and we ask nothing for ourselves or ihe
commissioned officers of ihe regiment.

It will require an appropriation of thirty thou¬
sand dollars to carry out Ihe plan proposed by us,
which is 10 have ihe clothing ol the men made by
coniraci. and sent through ihe Uuariermasier's
Department, to such poini as may be necessary,
and issued lo the men in the quantities named in
the estimate, which is herewith submitted; and
ihat a donation of il be made to them; or, thatii
may be sold to them at costs and charges. There
are many consideraiions which recommend this
plan; it will enable ihe men to otiain a certain
supply of comfortable clothing at reasonable
prices; the regiment would present a uniform ap¬
pearance; its distinctive character would be pre
served; its efficiency increased; and ihc assurance
that their comlort was cared lor at home, would
keep alive in the hearts ol ihe men ihat love ol
their native Stale, which would stimulate them to
deeds ihat might place her among the foiemost of
her sisters, who have gathered laurels upon the
fields of Mexico.
We mean to cast no imputations upon ihe Go¬

vernment ol ihe United Stales; we acknowledge
that ii has done all that il was practicable to do
in this matter. Having no coniiol over the uni¬
form ol ihc volunteers, il could t ut pay them com¬

mutation for ilu ir cjoihing, whkh is sufficient lor
the purpose, provided ii could bejlaid oui lo advan¬
tage.

But wo think we will not ask in vain, when we
call upon Viiginia to exteni her fostering care

10 her sons who go from her bosom to the field ol
battle, to die, if need be, lor ihe honor oi their
glorious mother; and «.<* !«*«i <! thai,lo Vir¬
ginia, her name, and the honor ol her suns, are
dearer than money.

1 can inform you fiom a reliable source, that
the treasury note or loan bill will blend the two

processes of borrowing directly or issuing Trea¬
sury notes bearing six per ceni for one year and
no longer, with the option ol the holder ol funding
them a: any time within twenty years, in a six per
cent stock. This is sensible, and will save the
specie clause in the Sub-Treasury bill. If ihe lat-
ter were redeemed, the Banks would keep the
Treasury notes out of circulation, by pressing
their own issues on the market. W ith the specie
clause, all government dues must be paid either in

gold and silver, or Treasury notes, which must

necessarily create a market for ihe latter in pre¬
ference to Bank paper, to the araooni of the an¬

nual dues to Government or the rtceipis ol ibe
Treasury. , ..

The bill will give the President the option either
lo make a loan or to issue Treasury notes.

NATIONAL FINANCES.
The Whig press chuckles over the resolution

of the House of Representatives, that it was in¬
expedient to lay a duty upon tea and coli'ee, to

meet the emergencies of the war with Mexico.
So londly do ihey doat upon the Tariff of 1842,
that ihey refuse to aid in any measure which
may be proposed to strengthen the credit of the
Government, unless the Whig Tariff ol 1842 be
reinstated, ''with all its imperfections on its head,1'
and the Snb-Treasuiy Act repealed.in a word,
until they secure a great political triumph to

themselves, by undoing all the Democratic policy
and re-engrafting their own measures, which the
conntry so signally condemned in 1844. Is it
reasonable that their arrogant demands should be
acceded to, in order to ob:ain their support? The
Tariff of J8-1G has been in operation jus: one

month; it is not yet tried, but signs indicate thai
it will produce as much, if not more revenue
than the bill of 1842. Why then repeal it in such
hot hastt? The Sub-Treasury, in spite of Whig
predictions of its calamitous results, has quietly
become a part ol the financial policy of the coun-

try, and even its opponents admit that it has had
no injurious eflVct, money being plenty, and com¬

mercial credit sound.
Why, then, should we suddenly adopt the

whole Whig policy, and throw the business of
the country into new trouble and confusion? To
carry oVthe war with vigor, the Government
must have more money.and does it not bccome
the Representatives of the people to take a firm
stand, and lay a duty upon the free articles, in¬

cluding tea and coffee, so as to guarantee any loan
which the Government may find it neccsssary to

make. We yet hope that the House of Repre¬
sentatives will reconsider their vote, and Impose
this duty, so "necessary" to sustain the national
credit, and furnish the "sinews of war." We
look upon a tax on tea and coffee as the fairest
and most reasonable burden that can be laid upon
the people, and we feel satisfied that they wil]
bear it cheerfully, in their patriotic support of a

war into which we have been forced by an inso-
lent neighbor.
An objection is raised to this tax on tea and

coffee.that it will operate unjustly upon the
poor, both rich and poor consuming the same
amount of these articles. But in the extracts

from Mr Clay's speech in favor of the ad vnlo-
rem principle, quoted by us last Fall, he takestbe
case of coffee as a strong proof of the injustice ol

specific duties; for, ar ues he, the rich, who con¬

sume the high-priced Mocha coffee, surelv ought
to pay more than the poor, who use the cheaper
and more common article. The argument of Mr,
Clay is as full of force now, as when it was pro¬
nounced. But what will be the effect ofa dutyol
25 per cent, upon the price of these articles of con¬

sumption ? It is ascettained that it would raise
the price of coffee to each man a little more than
one cent per pound, and that of tea a little more

than five cents per pound ! And is it r.ot a slur

upon the patriotism of the American people, to

suppose that they would not willingly sustain so

inconsiderable a b-inhen, when the honor and

jtcac of their country demanded the sacrifice in
the hour of peril ?
We are happy to cite a leading Whig paper

in Virginia, the Lvr,chburg Virginian, in aid
ot our views. That paper, referring to the "re¬

spectful Jeltct" of Secretary Walker to th* chair¬
man of the Committee of Ways and Means. sa}s
that the Secretary has "discharged his duty, and
the consequences of failure to impose the duties

must be upon the Representatives of the people."
The Virginian concludes with the following
views, in which we cannot but fully coincide. We
trust that similar suggestions will have their
weight upon the minds of Congress, ar.d induce
that body to adopt the true cojrse, before it will
be loo late. The President has done his whole
duty.let Congress, in its heavy responsibility to
the people, come to the. aid of the Executive in

pushing on the war to a peaceful conclusion, and
in maintaining ihe honor and credit of the nation:
"Congress may authorize the issue of Treasu¬

ry notes, or the negotiations of loans, but if they
do not provide by additional taxation for the pay¬
ment ol the interest, all experience has demon-
sirated that the piomises to pay of the govern¬
ment cannot be kept at par, nor money borrowed
except at most usurious rales. We see no prob-
abiliiy now of any additional duty being levied,
and as lo direct taxation, that is out of the ques-
tion. The duty on Tea and Coffee would bring
in two or three millions of dollar*, and be scarce-
lv felt by the community, aud we think it as uru>b-
jcclionablea lux as could be levied. We believe the
vote was based upon that miserable disuu<tof
the vjrtucand patiolisni of ihe people, which dem-
agogues, in spite of iheir professions, always feel
and manifest. Our citizens know that war i9
costly and have never yet refund to contribute to
its expends. Public opinion, in such matters, is
in advance always of the feelings of legislators.
Should Congress not impose additional taxation,
we should soon see the finances of the nation in
as disgraceful and deplorable a condition as they
were during the last war.and from the same
causes."

DEATH OF SENATOR PENNYBACKER.
Virginia mourns the untimely loss of her able

and estimable Senator, suddenly cut down in the

vigor ol manhood and in a carter of usefulness.
We shall not attempt an eulogy upon the lament¬
ed Pennybacker. For a record of his virtues we

reler to the impressive speeches of Messrs.
Archer and McDowell, which we spread before
our readers in lull. Our acquaintance with Mr.
P. was brief, but full of interest. We admired
and honored hitn for his strong mind, his modes¬

ty, his dignity and courteous bearing, and his

unswerving fidelity to the Republican principles
of his native State, which on all fitting occasions
he so briefly but cogently sustained in the nation¬
al councils. We know that we speak the senti¬
ments of the State, when we declare that every
vote given by Mr. Pennybackcr in the U. S. Se¬

nate, fully responded lo Ihe wishes of Virginia..
As a Senator, he wa* worthy of Id Domin¬
ion.can we say more?
Yesterday, assoon as the melancholy intelligence

reached the city, it was announced in appropriate
terms by Mr. Deneale in the Senate and Mr.
Bare in the House, both from the county of Rock¬
ingham, Judge Pennybacket's place of residence.
Both Houses adjourned instantly, in honor of ihe
memory of one beloved by all.
We subjoin a notice Irom the Union, the spirit

of which, we doubt not, will find a response in
the State of Virginia and her Legislature :

'.The death of Judge Pennybacker, one of the
Senatorsof Virginia, who b.eaihed his last ihis
morning, has been a source ol the keenest regret
to every one who knew his virtues as a man, and

respected his excellent cbarac eras a Senator and
a Statesmnn. This is the second blow which the
Senate ol the United States has sustaiurd during
its present sossion. tn boih cases, death has
loved a shining mark. On this day fortnight,
poor Harrow of Louisiana was the victim; and
now Pennybacker follows him to the tomb. And
so extraordinary is the course ol events, so far

beyond the ken and sagacity of men, that if any
Senators had been selected, who, from iheir sun¬

ny faces and massive frames, their palmy healih
and admirable spirits, would seem, at the com¬

mencement of this session, to have been among
the last destined to be the victims of death, Bar¬
row and Pennybacker were apparently the very
first who might be entitled to this immunity.
"About twelve months ago, Mr. Taylor, a

member of the House of Representatives from
Virginia, was hurried to the tomb; and now

Judge Pcnnybacker, from the same State and the
same district, (of Rockingham,) participates in
his fate. Gov. McDowell, of the House of Re¬

presentatives, who succeeds Mr. Taylor, and
comes from the same congressional district at

Judge Pennybacker, has now to ri8e in his place,
and dedicate bis eloquence to a noble tribute lo

the virtuas of Pennybacker.

"His death throws an additional duty upon ihe
present Legislature of Virginia. They are al-
ready preparing, on the 15tb inst, to elect one Se-
naiurul the United States inihe placeot him who
pronounced the affecting tribute of this day in the
Senate Chamber over the memory of Pennyback-
er. His loss leaves another vacancy in the Sen¬
ate to be filed bj the Legislature In making
these elections, we trus: they will select two other
sons who are wottby of her principles and wor¬
thy oi the distinction to which they will be eleva¬
ted."

MORE "AID AND COMFORT."
In the Massachusetts Legislature, a few days

since, Mr. Caleb Cushing asked leave to intro¬
duce a resolution appropriating ihe sumof20,000
dollars for the equipment and support of the Mas-
sarhuseits volunteers lor the Mexican war. He
stated that be wished to have the resolution re¬

ceived and referred to a select committee.
Mr. Koyes of Dedhatnsaid he should vote to

reler the resolution, but sooner ihan vote any mo¬

ney which would go to maintain the "infamous
war with Mexico," he would cut off his right
hand.

Mr. Bird of Foxboro* also spoke of the "infer-

j nal slave-holding Mexican war," got up by our

national administration.
The whole subject was ihen laid on the table

by ihe Whig Legislature, 171 to 61. And it is
because ihe Democratic press denounce such trea-

finnb'e language and intamous proceedings, that
ihe Whigs clamor about "a violation of the free¬
dom of speech." The Boston Times reviews
the subject with scathing severity asfollows:

"It seemed as though a bomb shell were thrown
into ihe House, and the Whig zealots weie on
the floor at once. Mr. Cushing was only desi¬
rous ol its reference to a special committee,so
that a report might be had. Some of ihe Whins
were liberal enough to favor this course, but the
majority showed ihemselves cowards and ene¬
mies of their couniry. A motion was made to

lay the whole subject on ihe table, and such was

its disposition by the majority. The yeas and
nays were however taken,and wt have the plea¬
sure of presenting to the Jstate and Nation the
names ol these recreants to the couniry in time of
war. .

"They will become maiked men, and their
names will go down to posterity lor the slow, un-

moving finger of scorn to point at. They will
be placed on the same record as their prototypes
.the federalists ol the la*-t wai.who lavored
the enemy's cause, and voted that it was unbecom¬
ing a moral and religious people to rejoice at vic-

! lories gained over a British toe. Our Whig Re-
presentaiives aeein to have a desire to be placed
in the same category. They are ready to aid and
comfort the enemy by their voice and action, but
are not ready to aid and conslort the brave and
chivalrous volunteers who have come forward of
theirown free will and accoid,to light the enemies
of iheir country.

"Genilemen Whigs of the majority'..Your
names are on record lor history, and we leave
you to your unenviable immortality!"

! The next day the Whigs, coweiing under the

castigation of public opinion, took "the back
track," and the resolution was referred.

"Brutus" in yesierday's Whig devotes a whole
letter to our notice of the mischievous and fac-
tions language of the Hagersiown (Md.) News,
in relation to the Mexican war. The writer at-

tempts to break the force ol what we said, by pub¬
lishing his "impression that the Editor (ol the

News) is a Locofoco." "Brutus" is entirely
mistaken. We were informed by one who knows
that the said Editor is a zealous H%, and we

were at the same time ieqiie»ted (o notice the lan-
auage of the .Vim, as evidence of the extreme

length to which some of the violent Wbigs were

carried by party, in opposition to a just and right-
eous war. With this explanation, we leave it to

the public to judge ol our "fairness" II our

course has been unfair, "Brutu*" may "make
the most of it." But Brutus adds:

"I believe that, il Mexico has received the im¬

pression at all, that there is a parly in this coun¬

try opposed to the war, she has received it from
the Locofoco press; and, had it not been thought
necessary to make this a war for rmrt party
grendizement. Mexico never would have received
such an idea."
Tim is a most amusing argument. The De¬

mocratic press, wi:hout exception, fctand up for
the war and i:s vigorous prosecution; many ot the
Whig press and politicians denounce it as 'un¬

just, unnecessary, atrocious, damnable." And,
yet, it is the Democratic press that are responsi¬
ble for infusing such fal«e impressions into the
minds of Mexican rulers I The statement of the
point refutes itself. Let "Brutus" take care, lest
his own denunciation of the war, as "a war for
mere party aggrandizement," produce such an

.impression" as he labors to convict the Demo¬
crats of creating.

The amount ol the Army bill is 329,538,70425.

Of this sum there is for the pay and subsisience
of officers and men; transportation ol troop*; pur-1
chase ol horses, mules, Ac.; ordnance and ord-
nance siores; manularture of arms, &c., &c., lor
the army proper, 56,813 373 25; for the pay, sub¬
sistence, ordnance, transportation and supplies,
for the volunteers, 817,932,331; and to supply de¬
ficiencies in the existing appropriations tor the
pay travellingallowance. transportation and sup¬
plies of rolunlccis, under the act of 13th May, and
joint resolution ol 8th August, 84,793 000.
The amount of the Navy bill is 88,920,204 49,

of which §2,500,000 is Ior the increase and re¬

pairs for vessels; $409,417 for improvements of
navy yards, S275.000 Ior the Dry Dock at Brook¬
lyn; and 8320 546 lor the support ol the Marine
Corps.
The amount of the Indian appropriation Is

si 179,324, of which $124,000 is for fulfilling the
recent treaty with the Cbcrokees, and 8110.000
for that with the Pcttawatamies.

Washington, January II, 1847.
The Loan Bill and Treasury Note Bill were

reported together this moroing-.he President j
bein® authorized to issue 23,000,000 dollars in

Treasury Notes, and of denominations as low as

f,fty dollars. The notes may be redeemed in one

or two years from date.
The holders of notes are allowed to nave the

same converted into stock at their option, and

ample and convenient provisions are made for
this purpose. The Treasury Notes are to beai
an inierest not exceeding aix per cent., and the
utock issued in lieu of them, is to be transferable
upon the books ot the Department.
The stock may be redeemed at any time after!

the last ol December, 1867. The notes are also |
to be re-issued. At the close of the bill, ihe Pre-
sident has power to borrow the money if he pre¬
fers and in whole or in part, at his own option.
The inierest is to be paid semi-annually, and j

the moneys received from the sales of tbe public j
lands are pledged lor ihe payment of ihe interest
and principal. The balance of the bill relates
mainly to the execuiion ol the law, punishment
for counterfeiting, manner ot proposing, aic.,&c.
The sum of 30.000 dollars is appropriated for in¬

In the Flouse of Representatives, on Tuesday,

James McDowell, Esq.,annourced the dea:h of
Senator Pennybacker in the following beautiful
language:

I rise, Mr. Speaker, to perform for an honored
and valued colleague, lately representing our na¬
tive and comtcon Siaie in tne other branch of
this national assembly, ihe *ame sad and melan¬
choly office which he bim«ell peiformed in bis
place less ihan a year ajo tor my own kinsman
and immediate predecessor here. I rise to say.
what I know will be felt with sensibility by those
who hear me, and what will seed a pang to the
heart of thousands who do not.that IsaacS. Pkn-
nybackek, one of the Senators from Virginia, i»
no more! Whatever, under theguidings ofPro-
vidence, or in ihe fulfilled and cheering promts#
of his outset, he might have become in the lofty
career which the confidence ot his country had
assigned him, tlint caieer is now over; hisexpec-
taiiotis and his efforts in it are now ended, ami the
silence and *»a! of death are forever upon him.

I He was seized and snatched au>»y (rom hi* la-
bors almost before he had begun them, but not
betore the modest and ingenuous qualities of his
nature had been seen, or before he had shown
hims.lf, in all the safest, soundest and puie»t vir¬
tues of a public man, 10 be worthy of all accep¬
tation. He was comparatively young.less than
lorty-two yeats ol age.so that he came to ihe
eminent siation which he tilled precisely at that
period of life when ihe body and mind, in their
complex action upon one another, co-operaie the
besi, and when man is mostcapabla of building
up the richest monuments ol usetulness and fame
for his country and tor himselt. He was born in
Shenandoah county, Virginia.wa<« educated to
the profession ol law, which he entered upon in
early manhood and practiced with a high and
progressive reputation until he was called opon
to represent his native district in Congress, from
whence, at the end of his first representative term,
he was transferred by the appointment of the Pre¬
sident and Senate to the federal district court ot
Western Virginia, and was thence again trans¬
ferred, but a year ago, by the Legislature of that
venerated Commonwealth, to the responsible and
final post, from all ihe honors, and counsels, and
toils of wnich he has now been removed, by that
mysterious and gracious power which governs us
all, lo another, and, 1 would reverently hope,
to a better world, fie was always a stu¬
dent.an ardent and devoicd student. The stu¬

dy ol his profession especially, as 1 leain
from his more iniimaie triends, was both his
habit and bis enjoyment, and hence it was
that he became not only eminently qualified
by his learning and his love ot investigation for
judicial labors, but ihat the whole texiuie ol his
mind became gradually and essentially judicial
also.he thought with care.with system.with
clearness.with rectitude, and he thought to re-
sul's. A sound lawyer, a wise |udge, a lrus:ed
statesman.he was more than all these.he was
a sound, irreproachable, trust-worthy,ar.d honest
man ; never.and I speak it with emphaiic ut-
lerance.never bringing upon any human tace,
by any act of hit, either the blush ot shame or
the siain of a tear. Wherever his avocations or

his duties called him, it was the cheering lot ot
this excellent man lobe always surrounded by
friends-friends who jespected and who loved
him- and having thus lived a life of probiiy anil
peace upon earih, he ha* gene, in the meridian of
his day, to the tomb, wiihoot a soliiasy reproach
10 Inflow, or a sulitaty enemy to forgive him.
Like his late and lamented colleague from Loui
siana, Mr. Barrow, be was stricken down in all
the pride ol his physical power, and in ihe full
maturity of his oiiglues: manhood; line him he
was crushed by an unexpected and a startling
blow, and sharing, side by side, with one atioibci,
as they did, the hopes of iheir country and iho
joys ol freshest life, how sad.how suange.how
admoniiory is it lo us all to see them paried by
death for a season,and iheo grouped and gaiheieu
again as companions lor ihe gtavr! Unlike
ihat Sena'or, however, my honored colleague
breathed his last in ihe bosom ot his family,
and had his forlorn and soliiaiy pathway to an¬
other world soothed l>y the presence, and comfor¬
ted by the aid, of all who were dearest to him in
this. Here it is, in the breaking up of that ten¬
der and holy bond which bring wife and children
to the pillow of ihe dying husband 3nd father,
that we find a bitterness in death to which ihe
rupture of all other relations is as nothing. But
it is not lor us io lock upon this private scene it
is not tor us to go into the sanctuary ol this sor¬

row, nor listen to ihat cry of anguish and bioken-
ncss ofheari which is there. As frail, and dying,
and Christian men, however, we cannot think
upon such distress without sympathy and auc,
nor without an involun ary appeal to Him who
is the Father and Saviour ol us all, that He
would spread the shelter ol his wing fir the poor
sufferets who are weeping and b'teding under ihCr
>troke of His power. To us who are h>re, thin
lensnD af er lesson on our own molality Is loo
solemn and too sacied to be lost. I', we are prov¬
ident and wise, as we know that we are immor¬
tal, let us takethene lessons as ',o many providen¬
ces mercifully nnd j-easunably lor our good,
and flu«heil as we now arc with all the energies
and hopes ot lite, be it our part io seek lor and
io seize upon that hope.blessed above every
other.''thai hope whicti travels through, nor

quits us when we die".which unites the last
throb of expiring nature with the first one of ner-
er-ending joy.

"To man in this, his trial state,
The privilege is given,

When tossed by wavis of human fate,
To anchor fast on heaven."

In conclusion, Mr. McD. submitted the follow¬
ing resolutions; which were unanimously adopted:

Resolved, That, as a testimony of respect for
the memory of the deceased, the menders and
officers ol this Hou^e will wear the usual badge
ol mourning frr thirty days.

Resolved, That the proceedings of this House,
in telation to the death ol the Hon. Isaac S. Pen¬
nybacker, be communicated lo the lamily of the
deceased by the Clerk.

Resolved, That this House will attend the lu-
ntral of the deceased in a lody ; and,as a further
.naik of respect for his memory, that it do now

adjourn.
The House accordingly adjourned.
